Opera Buffs Forty Tears Ago.

Forty ycara ago, ii Cincinnatian, named 
Curtis, conceived the idea of a novel and 
grand concert, with which he hoped to find 
favour with the Ohio Diver boatmen. 
Living near “ Western Bow,” where cats 
abounded, Curtis did not lack ' the oppor- 
tunities to study the musicul capacity of 
the feline race.- They had kept himawuke 
many a warm moonlight night, when he 
preferred sleep to their infernal serenades. 
.So bo determined to get up a grand pliil- 
liarinoitlc concert, in which cats should 
take a prominent part, 'Taking a few cats 
to experiment on, he tried various modes 
of hringing out the notes they were ad- 
dicted to, or excelled hi. Ho pinched their 
eus, stuck pins in their rotundities, ami 
used other unpleasant devicts to develop 
the music. Bnt he found no way so cer- 
tain to brhig out the sound ns the apjilica- 
tion of the back of a case-knife across the 
tail. This never failed to elicit the note, 
if there was any talejit qt all in the ani- 
mal — the modulations piano and Jo/ie, 
being easily obtained by making the blow 
light or heavy. 

Curtis employed an Englishman named 
Johnson, a drinking man, but musical 
withal, who could build orgams, or iinik-e 
one to serve as an aecornpaniineiit to the 
cat voices. Juimson iiifoilued him. that 
one of six octaves would do, at least fur the 
experiment. Curlis reckoned up the oc- 
taves, and found that four dozen cat.s would 
fill the bill. But he otxicred ■ two dozen 
more for fear that some tnight have defec- 
tive voices, or prove obstinate and eapri- 
cioiia, like . the operatic tribe generally. 
Six dozen, then, were ordei ed, and accommo- 
dations were prepared for them in sumh-y 
boxe.s, barrels, kegs, etc., in the back yard, 
Johnson went on with the building of the 
organ, am! the adaption of the e.xtra blade 
keys to the cats’ tails. He arranged that 
the .singers should be confined in narrow 
boxes, which, while they allowed free play 
to the lungs, guurdetl i^ainst clawing by 
having four holes in the bottom through 
which tlie legs protruded. The tails were 
enclosed in tubes provided with longitudinal 
slots, 6 CI- 0 BS which the blade keys worked. 
These extra keys were connected somehow 
with those of, the organ, so that the key's 
and the appropriate voices should ho in 
perfect unison, and thus produce the ex- 
pected concord of sweet sounds. 

Curtis, on his part, proceeded with tho 
musical education of his cats, aided occa- 
sionally by Johnson ; and in a mouth or so 
hud a oompiete choir, from the kitten of 
two months, his trnbles and falsettos, and 
his pu.ssy sopranos, up to tho venerable 
t'lms who growled out double bass equal to 
Carl Formes. But at length the organ 
was completed, and the six octave.s of cats 
arranged in duo order. A few rehearsals 
were given. The -second storey of a ware- 
house near the Imuling was rented; a stage 
drop-scene and tiers of seats provided, the 
whole intended to accominod.sto four or 
five hundred people. The organ and cats 
wore safely transported to tho place of ex- 
hibition (or performance) without accident, 
aivo that tlie two principal b.asso.s, being 
accidentally put into the same box, had an 
awful fight all the way up from Western 
Row, and were obliged to appear before 
the piiblio with very rueful faces mid very 
bloody noses, which, however, did not de- 
tract from their popularity. Everything 
being iii rcmliness, Cnrtia had flaming 
[lostei's stuck up, about the levee, display- 
ing in huge letters : — . *

The hon.se was crowded at an e.avly hour 
by the jolly boatmen, tho spaces not hi 



enough for men boiug filletl, as usual, by 
boys. The curtain rose after tho iisunl 
delay, and tho grand Cat Ilarnionicon was 
ilisclosod to view ; two rows of cats’ heads, 
two dozen each, glared with their lustrous 
gioen and yellow eyes stiuiglit at tho am 
(lienee. Littlo rufllos . were round their 
necks ; miiiiuturo music stands, with books 
and candloe, were placed before them ; tiie 
aforesaid two bassos, whoso beauty was 
spoiled by the fight, being provided with 
muslin bands, which added to the gravity 
of their couiiteuancei The whole was in- 
describably comic, and was received witli 
due applause. Bested at the organ was 
Johnson, in a clean shirt, and as sober us 
he could afford to bo on so grand an occa- 
sion. Curtis, as soon as he could be heaixl, 
advanced and stated to tho audience that 
the first tune of the evening would be 
“ Auld Lang Syne” (or, as he pronounced 
it, “ Old Lang Zion”), which would be fol- 
lowed by .“ Hail Columbia, ” “ Ciar de Kit- 
chen," and other patriutio and devotional 
tiiuea Johnson squared himself for tho 
task, rail his fingers tenderly over the keys 
fay way of prelude, and then dashed boldly 
and vigorously into “Old Lang Zion," pro- 
ducing such a burst of music us was never 
heatxl on that continent before, nor will 
ever agiiin until another Curtis arises to 
carry into more successful execution his 
brilliant ex])eriinent. Tho eats wore ex- 
cited to fury by the now uproarious au- 
dience, and, still more, by tho unusually 
severe poimding of their tails. They for- 
got all the lessons they had been taught, 
they paid no uttenfion to either time or 
tune, rhyme oa reason, but squalled, and 
mewed, and yelled, and phizzed in tho 
madness of pain and terror, drowning the 
sound of the organ, which could occcosion- 
ally bo liftird droning ont its “ Old Lang 
Zion,’ ill the rear of the unearthly tornado 
of catterwanling. Never was an audience 
so completely enchanted — never was de- 
light so universal, so unbounded, and so 
vigorously exjHesseJ. Shouts, roars, yells 
of laughter, such a-s Western men alone can 
give, burst from the crowd, shaking the 
building from roof to foundation. ! Curtis 
was delighted, the cats were furious, John- 
son was beside himself with joy, and ham- 
mered away at tlie keys with nil iluuv 
strength, making, with the choir and tho 
liliiiidits of the audience, a coiiconi of dia- 
bolical sounds never before heard this side 
of the infernal regions. 'tTiifortimately, 
in his delirium, he forgot the strength or 
weakness of the bellows wliiuh Biijiplied 
tho organ with tho wind, and wiiich he 
worked with his feet. He had iiot reached 
the end of tho song when the leather gave 
way, and brought the performance to u 
sudden close, tho cafes alone continuing 
the song or noi.se, till one after another 
they became silent, and stood winking and 
blinking iit the spectators, in mute fear of 
a rBOommencernent of the torture. The 
audience got up furir,ii.s yells, stamping with 
all their might. In the midst of it the 
platform came down with the audience, 
and then there was laughter, swearing, aud 
blows, ami the boys began to pelt tho cats 
with sticks. Curtis, fearing for the safety 
of his pets, and unable to remove them 
bodily from the scono of danger, lifted off 
the upper planks, which confined their 
nocks in their places, and set them at 
liberty. Tho terror-stricken creatures 
dartOil away iii every direction, inosfly 
aiuong tlio feet of tho s|iectatovs, adding to 
the confusion. Whoo]>3, yell.s, InuTaiis, 
iiud shouts were followed by a general 
smash up of windows. The boys ruiming 
down the stairs raised a cry of “ Fire !’’ 
Citizens and watchmen crowded the streets 
to learn the cause of the ujiroar, and tho 
engines found difficulty in getting near 
enough to perform their part of the work. 
There was no sign of fire, not even of 
smoke; but the old “Liberty No. 2” could 
not afford to come all the way down there 
for nothing; so she ponrerl a deluge of 
fresh water through tho front window, 
drenching the whole crowd to tho skin in 
half a ininute. Peace was instantly in- 
stored, and the late boligeronts came rasli- 
ing and tumbling pell-mell down tho stairs. 

Tims ended Curtis’s grand Cat Coiieovt, 
an event that was talked of and Inughed 
over for many years by the jolly boatmen 
of the Ohio. Its projector was ordered to 
appear before the mayor next morning, 
and explain tho cause of tho riot, and was 
let off wich the admonition to do so no 
more — and ho didn’t.

CANADIAN ACCOUNT OP THE BATTLE OP 
THOUT RIVER. 

At about eight o’cloclc on the morning 
of this celebrated “battle,” it was disco- 
vered that a large body of Feiihms had 
entreuolied themselves near Holbrook’s 
Corner. A detachment of the Rifle Bri- 
gade, including Prince Arthur’s company, 
with 250 volunteers aud 150 of the Inde- 
pendent Corps, were inimeiliately seat for- 
ward todishxlgethem. The Fenians opened 
brisk fusilade, which was responded to by 
the Rifle Brigade in ;i terrible maimer. 
Bullets literally rained down upon the 
barricade ; and no human force could have 
lived for ten ininiites. With a faint whoop 
the enemy vacated tlieir shelter, dodged in 
and out ainoiig the brushwood, and on 
rciicliing the clear ground, ran with a ve- 
locity that none but Fenians could equal. 
Their flight was most ludicrous. Knap- 
sacks, and — the Fenians’ constant conijia- 
niuns — whisky ila.sks were thrown away in 
the chase ; big Fenians fell over little 
Fenians, and little Fenians fell over big 
Fenians ; oflieers jostled sergeants, aud 
generals jostled privates ; and away they 
rushed, helter-skelter, without ns much as 
one solitary “ Erin go Bragh.” It was a 
minktuvo Bull Run. Floetoit among the 
fleet was an officer in a bran new iiiiifoi-m, 
with a fierce-looklug plume of green fea- 
thers in his shako. Ho must have lx on 
at Bull Run. He galloped untelopo-Hke 
over fences, kang.avoo-Hke over stumps, and 
on open ground lie was equally nn.approacli- 
able. Of him it may be truly said, in the 
words of Alark Twain, “ None ran that 
day with more vigor, yet tliero was much 
nimiiiig and a great deal of vigoi." About 
one hundred and fifty yards from the 
American side, the runnel's halted aud pre- 
tended to rally, bnt the sight of tho Rifle 
Brigade, closely backed by the Independents 
was overwhelming, and once, more thov 
were on their way. The scone after the 
.skirmi.sli wa.s a strange one. It might have 
been thought, without anj- great stretch of 
iinaginatinn, that the contents of every 
pawnbrokor’s shop in Montreal liad been 
sown broadcast on the field. Long-tailed 
blue coats, with United States army but- 
tons, powder horns, tobacco boxes, and 
clothing of every description were strewed 
wholesale over a two-nere field. As tho 
Rifle Brigade wore retHriiinglcisurclv fi'om 
the Fenian chase, they fell upon a Fenian 
acting the corpse by the side of a log. A 
loud moun betrayed his preseiico, and when 
it was ascitrfeiined beyond a doubt that he 
wa,s not deail, but scheming, ho was lifted 
up tenderly by the collar, and questioned 
as to his iiitentinn."(. He bittnriy protested 
that he w.is no “ Fuynian, but" a dacenfe 
well-raised boy, wid no harm in me at all, 
at all." ChosSTexamination revealed that 
his veracity was not spotles.% and ho was 
placed under arrest, witli the comforting 
assurance from a burly sergeant of the 
Rifles, “ that ho would he blown from the 
cannons mouth immediately after tliunor." 
The enthusiasm when His Royal Highness 
Prinoo Arthur appeared in front of tho 
company was unhounded. Cheer iiftev 
clieer rout the air, and when they died 
away, strong limgs pealed forth that grand 
oldantbem, “God S.ave the Queen.” The 
Prince acknowledged tho (Xluiplirnent in a 
graceful manner, and was appare.ntly much 
affected at tho circumstance. Tfo looked 
I’ciuarkahiy well in his iiiiiform, and was 
as anxious for a fight us his comrades weie. 
When the Fenians Inrned tail, he joined j 
with all his heart in tlio loiitl roars of' 
lunghtor mid the Imi-rnhing that greeted 
their hurried departure.

Because tho farmers of Utago and 
Canterbury will per-sist in growing wheat 
«t a loss, every honest hard-working ijiiner 
is to be com polled to pay an iiiereased price 
for his bread. Because the afure-said iar- 
mcis will persist in producing badly-cured 
hams and bacon, whidi will not sell, the 
miner living in sonio outlying wilderness 
in tho ranges is to p.iy twenty-five per 
cent, more for liis neslier. Because the 
agiieulturists are imalilc to utilise their 
hay and straw, eveay packer on tho gidd- 
fields is to pay half us much inoro fur the 
keep of his horses. Because some fow per- 
sons desire to inamifaeture blankets in the 
colony, the unfortunate digger is to pay 
five shillings more for liis pair of blankots. 
Because our meut-preservurs and our fruit- 
growers have not sufficient enterprise or 
skill to produce potted moats or jams which 
people ill the colony will cut, those whoso 
siistonance consists largely of these articles 
are to bo tii-xed in order to give an artilicial 
stimulant to native industry. And all 
these blossing,s are from the hands of — 
heaven save the mark ! — tlio honorablo 
member for the Gold-fields. 

tlurely the House will never con.sent to 
confirm the lute iniquitous now tariff. Gaii 
anything bo mote utterly absurd, than 
whilst crying ont at one moment fur popu- 
lation, tho colony is to drive it out the 
next. Tlie new tariff charges can have no 
other effect than to give a very serious 
blow to tho mining iiuliistiy of the colony.

Gold-saving Apparatus iu Nevada. 

(San Francisco liulhlin.) 

There are two recent inventions being 
tried in Grass Vulluy, with tiio end in 
view to still better save the gold from tho 
tailings which run off" from tlie stairqis of 
the imll. One of these we witnessed in 
operation at Perrin’s iiiill, on Wolf Ureek. 
This iiiveiitiou coiisist-sof an application of 
the grist mill to quartz tailings. Tlio 
stones are of common granite, the upper 
One revolving just as iu a tlour-mill. iM. 
Oliabrol is the inventor. Wet tailings are 
poin-wl into tlie hole in the middio of tlio 
stone and discharged after being finely 
pulverised — indeed, they are reduced to 
uUrio.st an iuqialpable powder. M. Oliiib- 
I'ol’s inaeliiiic at PcitIii’s mill grlnrls 2b 
tons ill 21 hours, and iloes its work well. 
The wear of the granite used amounts to 
an exjicusc of aliont one dolhu* per day. 
We have no figures, as yet, id' the value of 
tlio gold saved by this grinding process, 
but wo loiim tliat the rciiuuioration is un- 
expcctediy large. In the case ot the ma- 
chinery in qucsiioit, thc milling.s are ground 
after the sutpliurets have been separated, 
or, in other words, it is lit work on tho 
sand which is ordinarily allowed to run 
into the creek.' AnoLlier grinder of a very 
dirtiii'cnt kind is at work oil tlio cast por 
tion of tho town, oil sand whioli came down 
Wolf Crock. Tills suid is made liiier, ami 
is tlieii I'lm over amalgamating niachiiicrv. 
The results .so far have been good, Tiie.so 
simple iiiacliiiies demouHtcate that a largo 
amoniit of gold has Ix'Cii allowcfl heretofore 
to run off witli the w.itera of the crock, to 
be finally ilcjxwilcd iu the rtveis and val- 
ley.s below.
